Cattleya Aquinii is a white flower which has the petals 
Splashed and marked with brilliant purple in simular manner that 
the lip is marked. Two of our previous hybrids of this rare variety 
have flowered and most of them have been splashed like Aquinii, 
Some of these do not open fully as a regular Cattleya but others 
do have a gnod open shape. These Splashed varieties are rare,beautiful 
and unusuals Almost everyone whom sees one in flower here with us, 
wants te buy the plant. And we have no flowering size plants of this 
type to offer as yet. 


#737 Brassovola Digbyana x Cattleya Aquinii.

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Flowering Size Cymbidium Plants 


These are young plants in five and six inch pots. Some of each 
of these crosses haye flowered this past season and the resulting 
colors are listed with each variety below. HOWEVER cymbidiums are 

very variable and we can only guess what the unflowered plants 
will produce. . 

This is the first time we have been able tn offer flowering size 
Cymbidium plants and row only because these plarts have grown so 
fast that we will not have room to house them all this winter. We 

can hold them for you until September and ship them after they have 
completed this seasons growths and, are ready to set the flower spikes 
but they must be shipped before the spikes start to develop or the 
flower spikes may be bri:sed or broken in transit. We ship these 

out of pots with the ball of roots and compost wraped in wax paper. 
We have tried shipping these large pots and it is a waste of time 

as the extra cost and work of building special weod shipping crates 
to hold the heavy pots is wsually wasted anyway as the pots become 
broken in transit and sométimes the pieces of broken pots cut the 
plants to. pieces enroute. The saving in Express charges on plants 
out of pots more than pays for the necessary pots.
